THE RECOUNT. 
McINNIS AND DAVIN STILL 
NECK AND NECK. 


* Technicilities ’—* Quibbles °— 
‘Spois’ —* Rejecteds° — ‘Ir- 
regularities’ — The Doubt 
Increases as the Recount 
Proceeds. 


Special to THE TIMES, 


On [uesday morning Judge Richardson 
began in Regina the recount of the votes 
polled at the recent election for West As- 
siniboia. Mr. McInnis was represented by 
the Hon. Joseph Martin, of Winnipeg, and 
W. J. Nelson, of Moose Jaw, appearrd on 
behalf of Mr. Davin, who also did a lot of 
pleading for himself. The first ballot that 
caused any discussion was one from North 
Regina, marked for McInnis, but which the 
deputy returning otticer had neglected to 
initial, as required by the Act. Mr. Martin 
asked that it be disallowed, while Mr. Nel- 
son claimed to have it counted. Thus we 
had Mr, McInnis demanding that one of his 
votes be struck off, and Mr. Davin entreat 
ing to have it kept on. Perhaps the reason 
for Davin’s anxiety on the point lay in the 
fact that it was known that at Edenwald, 
where Davin had a majority of 22, not one 
of thie ballots had been initialed. Mr. Mar- 
tin’s argument was that the statute had ex- 
pressly demanded the initialing of the ballot 
as the only means of showing that the papers 
were the identical ones the deputy return- 
ing officers had given to the voters. The 
judge seemed to take this view, but he re- 
served his judgment until the afterfioon 
sitting when he decided to count all such 
ballots, from Camden whereon the voter 
had marked the paper, notin the circular 
space, but on the oblong space whereon was 
the name of Davin. A Pilot Butte ballot, 
also marked for Davin and signed in full by 
John Lytle, the deputy returning officer, 
Was reserved for consideration, and two 
Camben ballots, one for McInnis and one 
for Davin, were rejected because they bore 
marks by which they might be ides tified, 

On Wednesday Mr. Davin asked that all 
disputed points be left over for consider- 
ation vatil all the boxes were opened and 
the undisputed votes counied. The judge 
assented to this. It1s a decision that has 
caused public disatisfaction, as it enables 
the judge to know how the land lays before 
he finally decides the disputed points, and 
in the large mind there lurks a_ suspicion 
that such a position may influence the mind 
of even a judge. Another ballot signed in 
full, viz., one by Dickson. the deputy re- 
turning officer at Lumsden, marked for 
Davin, was reserved. 

Yesterday (Thursday) two ballots for Davin, 
one trom Duninore ard one from Swift Curgent 
Were rejected because Lucy were each marked 
with a singie stroke, and not with a cross, eight 
hallots from Crane Lake, seven of which were 
for Davin were held over for consideration, 
because the deputy returning offcer had neg- 
lected to detach the counterfoils. There are 
also three Lumsden ballots marked McInnis 
which the Judge has not made up his mind 
whether or not to count, because they were 
put in the envelope for * spoils,” an evident 
mistake that can only be rectified on reference 
to the list of voters, and the judge has not yet 
decided whether we have power to refer to 
the lists. Taking the number of votes actually 
counted McInnis has a Majority of 2, but it will 
be seen from the above: that ical boilpy 3 now 
depends ia how the judge gives his decision 
upon the beforg, mentioned reserved points, 
and this he is to do to-day (Friday).

THE KOOTENAY MINES. 
A London Mining Experts Opinion 
on Their Richness. 

The gold tields cf Kootenay, B ©, 
continue to attract increasing atten- 
tion.

Mr. Pritchard thinks the gold mining 
at Rossland and Southern Kootenay 
marvellously rich. It bids fair, he 
says, to exceed the output of South 
African mines. Having had _ thirty- 
six years experience in mining, passing 
some time at the famous Ballarat 
mines, Australia, and being on the 
Rand, South Africa, less than a year 
ago, as consulting engineer for the 
largest mining syndicate in South 
Africa, Mr. Pritchard knows whereof 
he speaks. It is his opinion that the 
Rossland district surpasses in) mineral 
wealth any mines yet examined by him. 
He thinks many undeveloped veins in 
Kootenay will prove as rich as the 
famous Le Roi, which has transformed 
several penniless Spokane speculators 
into multi-millionaires. The Le Roi 
pays menthly $100,000 of dividends 
on a capital of $2,500,000. 

Mr. Pritchard is interested in 
several claims, besides the Rossland, 
Kootenay, London company syndicate.

Mr. Pritchard will return 
at the end of the year, bringing the 
best modern tnachinery for rapid and 
thorough development.

| dawn of history, but not in all coun- 
tries. The Chinese appear to have 
delighted their palates with sugar for 
more then 3000 years, and it was 
known 10 India earlier then in Europe 
being made from a juicy reed or cane, 
says the Youth’s Companion. One of 
Alexander the Great’s generals carried 
sugar to Greece in the year 325 BC, 
as Sir Walter Raleigh, some 2000 
years later carried tobacco from Ver- 
ginia to England. But even so late 
as 150 A.D., sugar was still a rarety 
in Greece. The famous physician, 
Galen, used it as a remedy for certain 
maladies. Recent experiments show 
that sugar has remarkable sustain- 
ing power when eaten by those under- 
going great fatigue. The invention 
for the first process of retining sugar is 
ascribed to the Arabs, and a Venetian 
merchant is said to have purchased the 
secret froin them and introduced the 
process into Sicily.
